PRAGUE, Aug. 10—(/)—A stein of Pilsener beer with which 
UNRRA Director General Fiorello H. La Guardia was greeted at 
the Prague airport Saturday may affect the whole relief program 
for Czechoslovakia. 

t was hot when the welcoming delegation thrust the stein into 
his hands, and La Guardia smacked his lips appreciatively as he 
enjoyed the first few sips. Suddenly he stopped sipping. 

The more he thought about it all, the more he became exercised 
over the appearance of beer in a country urgently needing grain 
for food. An UNRRA publicity release quoted him as saying at 
headauarters 

“This country has been making a great recovery. I don’t think 
they ll need any more grain when the Director General is met at 
the airport with a glass of beer. Whoever planned that made a 
great mistake. Our people at home are ticklish about this point. 
] have more complaints about it than any other matter.” 

A spokesman at UNRRA headquarters said La Guardia appeared 
fetermined “to institute a re-survey of Czechoslovak grain needs, 
with the likelihood that supplies will be reduced.” 

From the Czechoslovak point of view, La Guardia’s display of 
shocked surprise was not wholly warranted. 

“There isn't much beer,” protested one Czech, “and moreover it 
-t¢ regarded as part of the diet rather than an alcoholic drink.” 

La Guardia, upon his arrival from Geneva, was met by Dr. 
Jgaromir Dolansky, Communist Minister of Finance. The UNRRA 
Director expressed delight to be in a republic which was working 
hard and in which UNRRA aid has been effective.

Bumper Grain Crop Apt To Reduce 
Bans on Bakers, Distillers, Fodder 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10—(4)— 
The Agriculture Department said 
Saturday there was a possibility 
that restrictions on use of grains 
for food, livestock feed and indus- 
tria] uses may be eased if wheat 
and corn crops turn out to be at 
record levels now forecast. 

The restrictions: 

(1) Limit milling of wheat for 
flour for domestic consumption to 
87 percent of last year’s level and 
require a larger portion of the 
wheat kernel to be milled into 
flour than normal, thus making a 
darker flour. 

(2) Prohibit the use of wheat in 
making whiskey and other dis- 
tilled spirits and greatly reduce 
the use of other grains for the 
same purpose. 

(3) Limit use of wheat in man- 
wfactured livestock feeds. 

Without indicating to what ex- 
tent the restrictions might 
eased. the Department said final 
decision will be governed in part 
by the world food situation after

7 Bodies 
Found In 
Fair Crash 


GREAT FALLS, Mont., Aug. 10 
(UP)—Seven bodies had been re- 
covered Saturday night from two 
airplanes that crashed Friday 
over the Northern Montana Fair 
Grounds and from the stable that 
one of the falling planes struck. 

Sheriff's deputies and volun- 
teers were still digging through 
the ruins of the fair’s horse barn, 
attempting to determine if there 
were any more casualties. 

Four of the bodies were those 
of the men flving the two light 


bombers that were putting on an 
air show for a record fair crowd 
of 50.000. One plane suddenly 
veered upwards and cut the tail 
off the other. The tailless plave 
fell into the stable and the other 
craft hit the earth five miles 
away 

Police Chief Howard Mady said 
ft would be sometime before the 
exact death toll was known. The 
crowd at the fair was thrown into 
@® panic by the crash-—750 feet in 
front of the grandstand—and it 
was difficult to learn the names 
of any other persons who might 
have perished as the falling plane 
exploded inside the stable. 

Onliv one of the aviators was 
fdentified—Lt. Arthur P. Pelletier,

Sengere in the business district of 
Hapeville 

The company is unable to do 
This at present because of a re- 
striction which prohibits the pick- 
ing-~up or discharging of passen- 
gers within 1,000 feet of an op- 
eration by the Georgia Power 
Company. 

Under the terms of the proposal 
the Interurban Line will operate 
two lines from the Atlanta Bus 
Terminal to Hapeville. Both op- 
erations will leave Atlanta via the 
same route—Cain St., Washington 
St.. Ridge Ave., Jonesboro Rd. and 
Brown's Mill Rd. 

At Cleveland Ave. one opera- 
tion will turn west on Cleveland 
Ave. to Waters Rd. to Fulton Ave. 
and then into Hapeville, thus pro- 
Viding service for a rapidly de- 
veloping residential area which is 
now without transit service of any 
kind. The other operation will 
continue on Brown's Mill Rd. to 
Central Ave. and then into Hape- 
ville. (This iine now is in opera 
ton but picks up no passengers 
in Hapeville.) Both operations 
would return over the opposite 
route forming a continuous loop.

“We have a true democracy now 
in Cuba,” the noted editor report- 
ed. “We have a free press, which 
has liberty to criticize the Gov- 
ernment as it sees fit.” 

Carbo said the main opposition 
to the Cuban Government comes 
from those who object to ineffi- 
ciency in stamping out the large 
black market. Until the suspen- 
sion of the OPA this summer in 
the United States, a similar or- 
ganization, known as the ORPA, 
existed in Cuba. Ceiling prices 
now are maintained by the Minis- 
fer of Commerce, but there are 
pinching shortages in foodstuffs 
and clothing, he pointed out. 

Friendship with the United 
Biates led many Cubans to enlist 
in the United States Army during 
the war, Carbo explained. In ad- 
cition., the two countries are 
united economically, with this 
country providing Cuba its main 
export market for sugar, tobacco 
anc coffee. 

As for sugar, “it’s like hot 
bread—we can't hold onto it,” 
Carbo asserted. He said he saw 
mo end to the market provided by 
the United States. “It may last 
forever,”’ he said

HE SAVED THE RESCRIPT 


Hirohito's Palace Guardian 
Tells of Bloody Surrender Eve 


Herewith is the dramatic story of the night hefore Japan's surrender as told by Sotaro Ishi- 


wata, Imperial Household Minister, 


who saved the record of Emperor Hirohito’s surrender 


resctipt from a group of fanatic militarists determined to carry on the war,

TOKYO, Aug. 19—(INS)—I spent the night 


of Aug. 14 (Aug. 13 U. S. time), 1945, crouched 
in a dark, secret cellar under the Imperial House- 
hold Ministry within the palace grounds, clutch- 
ing a disc on which was recorded the historic 
words that on the following day would command 
the Japanese people everywhere to stop fighting. 

All through that long night, thousands of 
angry soldiers, determined that there should be 
no surrender, tramped through the _ building 
above, smashing and killing, bent on finding and 
destroying that recording and continuing the 
hopeless war to the last man. 

During the week preceding the surrender, the 
palace departments buzzed with rumors. On the 
morning of the fourteenth the cabinet was sum- 
moned to the Emperor's presence. At that meet- 
ing it was finally decided to surrender uncon- 
ditionally. The Emperor would announce the 
decision to the people in a nation-wide broad- 
cast at noon the following day. 

At 8 o'clock that night officials of the Radio 
Corporation came to the Imperial Howsehold 
Ministry to prepare for the recording of the Em- 
peror's speech. 

The Emperor had never before made a record- 
ing He was nervous, and the job wasn’t finished 
until 10:30. He then retired to his bedchamber 
in the villa he had occupied since the palace had 
been burned by firebombs. 

1 locked the disc in a vault, and went to my 
official residence a few miles away. Soldiers 
were standing on guard with fixed bayonets. 
The gates to my residence were locked. I was 
refused admittance. 

| ordered them to open up, but they were 
adamant. They had received their orders direct- 
ly from Imperial Army Headquarters, which 
somehow had learned of the surrender decision, 

While were were arguing, an American plane 
flew overhead, and the city was blacked out. 
Forgetting my wounded dignity, | rushed back to 
my sirraid post in the palace. I was responsible 
for any harm that might befall the imperial 


I tried to call Lt. Gen. Mori, commander of 
the Konoye Regiment, to protest the behavior of 
the soldiers who had barred my way. The call 
was not answered. I learned later that at that 
moment Mori was lying dead a few feet from 
the telephone. He had refused to sanction the 
plot to prevent the broadcast and had been shot 
by one of his junior officers. 

By this time soldiers had overpowered the 
guards and were streaming through the gates into 
the palace grounds. There must have been thou- 
sands of them. 

The night was filled with the sounds of feet 
crunching on the graveled courtyard, shouted 
orders and the clipclop of horses feet as cannon 
were trundled across the moat into the palace. 

Darkness saved me and the record. Soldiers 
brushed by me without realizing who I was. 
From an overhead conversation, I discovered that 
the soldiers were after three things: the record, 
my person and Marquis Kido, Lord Keeper of the 
Privy Seal and the Emperor's closest counsellor, 

Kido and I decided to go to the secret cellar 
under the building. I left my office locked, but 
next morning I discovered that the soldiers had 
torn a big hole in the ceiling to get in. 

Sometime between 4 and 5 o’clock that morn- 
ing, Gen. Seiji Tanaka, Chief of Staff of the 
Eastern Army, drove into the palace grounds and 
ordered all the soldiers to leave. 

By 6 o'clock all was quiet. 
went to the Emperor. 

By now, a number of the resurgent leaders 
had committed hara-kiri outside the palace. 
Tanaka, feeling the plotters had insulted the 
Emperor, upbraided them and suggested suicide 
as the only honorable means of atonement. 
Tanaka took his own life that day. 

Some of the plotters went to Radio Tokyo to 
try to prevent the broadcast, but by that time the 
building was well guarded. 

At noon that day, the Japanese people listened 
in wonderment to their Emperor's voice for the 
first time and heard him say the words:

Federal economists, scanning 
President Truman's new anti-infla-

The War Department lists 3,043 
Georgians who were killed in ac- 
tion, 424 who died of wounds, 12 
who died of injuries. 1,884 who 
died of sickness or accidents out- 
side the combat area, 320 “who 
were determined to be dead under 
public law 490,” and 18 missing.

Police Work

Half-way around the long corri- 
dor on the first floor of Atlanta 
Police headquarters is a small, in- 
conspicuous office that is strangely 
quiet these days. 

The office is assigned to police 

women and it is quiet because only 
one lady officer is left for active 
duty out of the six working at the 
first of the year. Three police 
women are still on the payroll, but 
Mrs. Bessie O’Quinn is away on 
leave of absence, and Mrs. Clyde 
Aven is assigned as jail matron. 
' Mrs. Vannie McDonough is the 
only member of the Bureau left to 
carry on the women’s police work 
and she plans to retire soon. 

Mrs. J. B. Hewell, Mrs. George 
Bullard and Mrs. Lora E. Davis— 
the city’s first policewoman—re 
tired this year. 

Thus far the City Personnel 
Board has given examinations for 
policewomen, but as yet no one 
has been added to the force. Police 
Chief Hornsby appoints the new 
members from a list of qualified 
candidates submitted by the Per- 
sonnel Board. 

STORMY EXISTENCE 

The present status of the Bureau 
is indicative of the stormy exist- 
ence it has led since Chief James 
L. Beavers hired Mrs, Davis as a 
nolicewoman Sept. 19, 1918. Chief 
Reavers created the Bureau to 
work with civilian and military 
police in curbing prostitution dur- 
ing and immediately after World 
War I.

COLUMBIA, S. C., Aug. 10—(#)—The South Carolina Democratic 
party—restricted by its own rules to white voters and exempted by 
the Legislature from the election laws—will hold a primary Tuesday 
to nominate candidates for Congress, Governor and other State and 
local offices. 


Since Reconstruction days, its| their names on the rolls but these

The primary was removed from 
'State control by a special session 
of the Legislature, called by Gov.

Supreme Court had ruled Negroes 
were entitled to vote in Texas 
Democratic primaries. 

The special session repealed all 
laws relating to primaries. Demo-

Quake Hits 
Morale Hard, 
Witness Says 


MIAMI, Fla., Aug. 10—(4)— 
Rafael Urruela, director of inter- 
national relations for the City of 
New Orleans, said on arrival here 
Saturday night from Ciudad Tru- 
jillo that the worst damage done 
to the Dominican Repyblic by the 
earth tremors had been to -the 
peoples’ morale, not to its build- 
ings. 

Urrueka, who toured the dam- 
aged sections of the island with a 
group of New Orleans business- 
men, estimated that the homeless 
as a result of the earthquake 
would not number more than 3,000. 

“Hundreds of others left their 
homes for the hills, but they will 
be able to return and find every- 
thing intact,” he said. 

“The damage did not appear to 
be anywhere near as great as that 
listed in some reports,” he said. 
“Many of 
were destroyed were of flimsy 
or ancient construction. Some 
could have been pulled down with 
a two-horse team. The damage 
to the big cities was nil.” 

Declaring that it “had been 
quaking all the time” the last six 
days, Urruela said the worst day 
was Thursday, when the second 
big tremor was felt.

more than 15,000 persons fleeing 
from the city and suburbs. There 
was procession after procession. 
Many were praying beside the 
road.

“Those who lost their homes and 
hundreds of others took to the 
hills.

Price Widens 
Between Fine, 
Poor Tobaccos

The end of the third week of. 
sales on the Georgia-Florida flue- | 
cured tobacco markets showed a| 
widening in the margin between | 


average prices for better and low- | 
‘er quality tobacco, the United 


States Department of Agriculture 
reported. 

The Department said the better 
grade prices advanced $2 to $5, 
while a large number of lower 
qualities fell off $1 to $6 per hun- 
dred. 
| Inferior grades made up a large 
percentage of sales with the week- 
ly gross totaling 42,374,165 pounds 
at an average price of $43.64. Vol- 
ume was approximately 3,250,000 
pounds less than the previous 
week and the general average was 
$5.34 less. 


Season gross sales now stand at 
114,794,093 pounds and the price 

average at $46.17. 

Good tobacco continued in 
strong demand. Several of the bet- 
ter grades established new, all- 
time high weekly averages. Good 
lemon leaf and all fair cutters ad- 
vanced $5 to a $61 top. Fair lemon 
leaf and fine and choice lemon 
lugs attained new highs of $60 per 
hundred. Averages were from $12 
to $14 above opening week. While 
lower grades declined, they also 
were higher than for the opening 
week, 

General quality was much lower 
because of the offering of larger 
quantities of low and common leaf 
grades and nondescript. The most 
noticeable change was in the 
smaller percentage of good and 
fine lugs‘and cutter grades. A ma- 
jority of the sales were made up 
of fair leaf, fair and good lugs and 
nondescript. 


As of Aug. 1, the production eés- 
timate for the crop was revised to 
128,223,000 pounds. This was an 
increase of 6,523,000 pounds over 
earlier indications. At the same 
time flue-cured production was 
raised to 1,285,000,000 pounds, ap- 
proximately 10,750,000 pounds 
over the previous estimate.

International Universities Press, 
Inc., announces the publication of 
“Unhappy Marriage and Divorce,” 
by Edmund Bergler, M. D. Dr. 
Bergler, a noted physician and 
psychoanalyst, has devoted many 
years to the study of the uncon- 
scious motives in the choice of 
marriage partners. The author 
has the hapny faculty of present- 
ing such delicate problems as 
jealousy, infidelity, “mental cruel- 
ty,” and other marital difficulties 
in an original and somewhat pro- 


plined sex to put it across—“The 
Salem Frigate,” is the best novel 
of its kind in a long while. 

It is the story of a young Naval 
doctor, Thomas Tisdall, and of the 
Salem-built 32-gun frigate Essex, 
but it is also the story of maritime 
Salem, a keen rival of Boston and 
one of the most vigorous of early 
American centers. It has all the 
ship-and-sea interest of Alexander 
Laing’s “The Sea Witch” without 
its tediousness and all the adven- 
turous appeal of Nordhoff and 
Hall’s sea pieces without their 
cloying palm-fringed lagoon epi- 
sodes. “Salem Frigate” is as re- 
freshing as a salt spray. 

The story opens with the build- 
ing of the Essex, and the coming 
of young Doctor Tisdall to Salem 
from Portsmouth, where a plague 
had wiped out all his practice and 
self-confidence. We sail on the 
Essex through the Atlantic and In- 
dian Oceans to Sumatra and 
through the Mediterranean, and 
we feel a part of her crew. There 
are minor plots—the journey of 
Tisdall from Philadelphia across 
country to fabulous New Orleans, 
the trek of Tisdall and Ben Price, 
the ship’s carpenter, across the des- 
ert of North Africa after a ship- 
wreck at Tripoli, and how Hamet, 
the interpreter, and Zorah, the 
Arab girl, helped them. The book 
has an impressionable setting 
(coastal United States and the 
high seas just before and during 
the War of 1812), well drawn and 
convincing characters, and a stim- 
ulating sea story told in an easy 
and fluent style, interwoven with 
two clear and strong love themes. 

One of the best pen-portraits 
since Fletcher Christian in “Mu- 
tiny on the Bounty,” Tom Tisdall 
is a skillfully done, carefully con- 
ceived New Englander. Ben Price 
and his wife, Patience Nowell, are 
also believable, vital people. 

John Jennings, who is also the 
author of “Next to Valour” and 
“Call the New World,” has a tal- 
ent for telling a tale that puts him 
up there on that enviable plane 
with Farrell, Maugham, and Wer- 
fel. He is a smooth writer, and 
“Salem Frigate” shows evidence of 
careful research into such complex 
subjects as shipbuilding, early 
New England history and mores, 
Islamic customs, and antique medi- 
cal books and practices. 

He has written an engrossing 
book, one that is certainly headed 
toward the best-seller lists. 
also one that movie extravaganza 
producers dream about—which 
will be a disturbing fact to all lov- 
ers of a pure, salty, realistic sea- 
yarn.

Vasari actually coined “il rina- 
scimento’’—the Renaissance. He 
was one of the first to see the re- 
birth of art as a living three 
petalled entity. 


Rising from the crude Byzan- 
tine influence and re-inspired by 
the masterworks of Greece and 
Rome, Florence and the other 
centers blossomed. And Vasari 
lovingly and studiously recorded 
the blossoming. 


Vasari has been quoted so often 
(and his multi-volumed treasure- 
house of information has been so 
well-thumbed) that many forget 
he was also an excellent artist 
and wanted to be remembered 
for his painting. 

Actually his portrait of Lo 
renzo the Magnificent alone en- 
titles him to a place among the 
minor immortals. 

Miss Borroughts writes: “While 
Vasari was alive Luther nailed 
his thesis to the door at Wittem- 
berg, Magellan’s men circum. 
navigated the globe, Cortez con- 
quered Mexico, Francis I, Henry 
VIII and Charles V met on the 
Field of the Cloth of Gold... 
Machiavelli published his ‘Prince’ 
. « « Loyola organized the Jesuits 
... and tCervantes, Rabelais and 
Shakespeare were born.” Such 
was his peri od. 

Although there are inevitable 
errors even to Vasari—much to 
the pettifogging delight of this 
and previous editors—the won- 
der is that so much verifiable 
fact is woven into these lives, Va 
sari was an artist totally without 
professional jealousy; a critic whe 
was never venomous; a well-in- 
formed admirer who was seldom 
idolatrous save possibly in the 
case of Michaelaneglo. 

He makes each of his subjects 
come alive, often by telling hu- 
man and amusing anecdotes—Fra 
Filippo Lippi’s amorous esca- 
pades, one of which resulted in 
the birth of his famous son, Filip 
pino; Betticelli’s charming and 
gentle practical jokes on his pu- 
pils; Andrea- Verrocchio sadly 
altogether because a mere child 
named Leonardo in his studio so 
out-painted him whe nasked to do 
an angel in the older master’s 
“St. John Baptizing Christ Jesus.” 

The extended sketch of Leo 
nardo, incidentally, is the finest 


‘piece of writing and criticism in 


this volume. 

Although the 64 pages of illus 
trations (8 in color) are excellent 
reproductions, many readers will 
disagree with the editor’s choice.

Appeal of the Stage 


I suppose their true appeal is 
that of the stage—you have all 
the advantages of a good story 
without the disadvantages of a lit- 
erary style you don’t like. There 
is nothing to a comic strip, after 
all, but the essence of a story, 
the appearance of your actors and 
what they say. It’s the most direct 
appeal that entertainment has yet 
found, not counting The Drama, 
and even there the comics are not 
held down, as a play or a movie 
is, by natural laws. You can fly 
without a plane, in the comics; 
you can go anywhere in the 
world you want to in the twin- 
kling of an eye. Your women are 
ravishingly beautiful and they 
wear whatever the artist pleases, 
never mind the cost. I like the 
comics because, unlike fiction, 
they don't distract me with the 
technique of literary style, good 
or bad. Unlike the radio, they 
aren't noisy, and certainly their 
stories are usually better 
the soap operas. 

We have our different tastes 
for these strips, of course. People 
like me usually go for “Li'l 
ner” and “Terry and the Pirates,” 
the two most literary of the so- 
called “comic” gagas, whereas 
our housekeeper, Willy, won't look 
at either Abner or Terry. He 
says there’s too much reading and 
not enough action; anyway he 
doesn’t get the point. And I don't 
share his passion for Moon Mul- 
lins; to me Moon seems crude and 
monotonous, like Minsky’s. 

As for “Terry°and the Pirates,” 
their appeal is very different. 
That strip is a solemn, respecta- 
ble, old-fashioned adventure story 
for boys, except that the Facts of 
Life don’t occur in the strip, and 
they dont in most boys’ books.

Knows Baptist History 


TREKKED SOUTHWARD 


W. W. Gaines 
Tells History 
Of Baptist 


By DR. THOMAS M. ELLIOTT 

W. W. Gaines, Atlanta attorney 
for 54 years, may not be able to 
state the exact date of his mar- 
riage in December, 1896; but he 
is able to tell the details of Bap- 
tist history in Atlanta and Geor- 
gia during the past century, and

If one 
‘German is better off than his 
‘neighbor, the neighbor is not glad 
for him, but is suspicious of him. 
“How does HE get better rations 
than I?” That is the attitude. 
Somehow, I think this is the key 
to the German nature... this ex- 
plains much to me. The average 
German cannot be glad, imper- 
sonally, for a fellow man’s happi- 
ness. He resents it. They have 
not learned the terrible strength 
of the humble... they know only 
the brute force of the strong.

Spanish War 


Vets, Widows 
Get Pension Raise 


Pensions for more than 55.000 
veterans and widows of the Span- 
ish-American War will be _in- 


creased under new legislation | 
signed by President Truman, John 


M. Slaton, Jr., Deputy Administra- 
tor of Branch No. 5, Veterans’ Ad- 


ministration has been informed by | 
Washington officials. 

The act authorizes a 20 percent 
increase in service pensions for 
veterans who served 70 days or 
more, if service pensions have not 
been previously been increased to 
$75 or more monthly, and in- 
creases from $30 to $40 a mini- 
mum monthly rate of pensions for 
widows. 

The new law also authorizes 
specific pension rates to certain 
Spanish War veterans who served 
70 days or. more, but less than 90. 
Increases will be effective Sept. 1. 

Slaton said that on June 30 
there was a total of 11,764 such 
veterans and widows in the South- 
eastern states of Georgia, Florida, 
Alabama, South Carolina and Ten- 
nessee. Georgia’s “Spanish War 
population” on that date was listed 
as 1,768 persons, with an average 
age of 70.

Takes a Hand 


Last week in Washington, Paul Porter, strug- 
gling with problems of price and costs in OPA, 
said happily: 

“The Lord has taken a hand.” 

In the past three weeks I have ridden by car or flown by plane 
over much of Georgia and the South. 

The earth is good and green. From low-flying planes one could 
see no dried-up fields, no crops turning seer and dying. 

From a car along the roads one may see the corn strong and 
green. Only here and thefe are there fields where the leaves are 
bginning to curl a bit, indicating the first need of rain. 

The Spring was wet. The Summer has been coquettish, hiding 
behind the fan of her clouds. But always she has come through 
with the wet kiss of her rain-to the appealing fields below before 
they despaired and wilted. She has flung her rains haphazardly 
here and there. But there has been rain. 

The vegetables have come forth in quantity. The grain looks 
good, the heads being heavy and full. 

So, reports have it, it is over the nation. 

Out in the great corn and wheat states the fields are lush with 
grain, fruits and vegetables. 

Indeed, the Lord has taken a hand. 


Food Food is “tight” today. But Fall is almost at hand. Even 
now a few leaves are beginning to turn yellow and brown 
and fall in the still-hot winds of Summer. 

But harvests begin in the West in September. Soon the steady 
march of reapers and combines and sackers of vegetables will be 
under way over the whole vast producing area of the nation. 

To what may we look forward? 

The VU. S. Department of Agriculture estimated a large supply 
of food within the next few months. 

Those most directly concerned, the great chain grocery stores 
of the nation, sent their own experts. 

They have confirmed it. 

Only sugar, grade A meats,-fats and oils and a few scattered, 
associated items will remain scarce through the next few months. 

“Truck” crops are expected to be 14 percent higher than last 
year’s all-time high. 

Peaches, with South Carolina moving up as one of the nation’s 
greatest peach-producing states, will reach an estimated 83 million 
bushels total. The national average is not quite 60 million bushels. 

Last year frost hit the vast apple regions of the West. The yield 
was 68 million bushels. 

This year there will be about 106 million bushels, almost twice 
as many. 

Frozen food and canned food will be much heavier in production. 


Feed One of the great struggles has been with feed. It has had 
dairymen, poultrymen and cattle and pig producers angry 
and discouraged. 

There was only one good aspect of it. Cattlemen and poultrymen 
with pastures managed to come through. The stark common sense 
of pastures and dehydrators for producing feed was a good lesson. 

Now comes an assurance of corn and wheat crops above average. 
More feed will be available to continue the milk and poultry 
supplies. 

Out in the great corn states, where the new hybrid varieties 
have tripled production pgqssibilities, they say that one good rain 
within the next week will produce a record corn crop. 

If so, this additional feed will increase the meat and butter 
supply which already is showing a slight increase. Cheese also will 
increase in supply. Fish production continues well up. 

Potatoes, onions, cabbage, celery, spinach, tomatoes, lettuce and 
beans are sure of an increased crop. Slight declines are expected in 
lima beans, carrots and peas. 


Have You Ever Been 
Victim in Hold-Up? 


Have you ever played the role of victim to 
one of these creatures who make a practice of 
force-robbery on the public streets? In other 

words, have you ever been “held up?” 

If you have, you must have undergone a nervous experience 
you'll never forget. I mean, of course, if you came off scotfree as 
to physical injury, your sole loss being property, money or otherwise.

The loop route was 
not reversed until later.) 

I was standing at this dark corner, watching for the lights of 
the car to turn out of Pryor, when this fellow seized me from 
behind. He must have been taller than I, for he held me by throw- 
ing his left arm over my left shoulder, while he rammed his right 
hand into my trouser pocket. It was the pocket where I carried 
loose change and he scooped out about $5 in bills-and silver. Also 
my latch key for the house. ; 

I was carrying over my arm a raincoat and he grabbed that as 
he released me. I held on for a moment and heard the garment 
rip, then it was jerked from me.

I had some of that medicinal purpose liquor that was so popu- 
lar in prohibition days. I got up, found the bottle, and took a 
triple-size drink. 

Then returned 


to sleep.

Carolina Waiting 
For a Runover 


ANDERSON, S. C.—Tuesday is election day 
in South Carolina, but political observers here 
seem agreed that a new Governor won't be 

elected at that time..The South Carolina gubernatorial campaign 
has jogged along peacefully—very peacefully, indeed, compared 
with Georgia’s stormy battle. The candidates over here haven't 
really torn loose on each other. The issues haven’t become clear- 
cut. Unlike the Georgia newspapers, which waged an editorial battle 
in the gubernatorial campaign, the South Carolina papers generally 
are editorially silent. The reason for this is, as said before, the ob- 
servers don’t think a Governor can be elected Tuesday. 

South Carolina, unlike Georgia, chooses its Governor by popu- 
lar vote. It requires a candidate to have a clear-cut majority of 
these popular votes, however. Regardless of how many candidates 
are in the field, one of them must get more than 50 percent of the 
popular votes. There are 11 men running for Governor this year. 
So it seems reasonable to guess that none of them will be able to 
get more than half of the popular votes cast. The candidates seem 
to be pointing to a runover and holding their fire until they know 
which way to shoot. As a matter of fact, there is more than sus- 
picion that some of the 11 men are “stalking horses,” put in the 
race to insure a runover and cut down strength of other candidates. 

In this corner of South Carolina—which, incidentally is the 
home of one of the gubernatorial candidates—some leaders doubt 
that Gov. Ransome Williams, the incumbent, will get into the run- 
over. They say—and similar talk is heard elsewhere in South 
Carolina—that the race seems to be among Strum Thurmond, 
James McLeod, former Congressman John C. Taylor, of Anderson, 
and Incumbent Williams. They do not mean that the candidates are 
running in that order, however, as they will not guess which two 
men will get into the runover. If there is a runover, as there un- 
doubtedly will be, it will be held three weeks from now. When the 
race narrows down to two men, you can look for a red-hot battle, 
with issues drawn tight, and newspapers taking sides. 

Although one or two candidates have tried to throw up a racial 
issue in South Carolina, observers here said it didn’t pan out be 
cause all candidates seemed agreed on preserving the white pri- 
mary. South Carolina never has had a county unit law, and it 
repealed all its election laws to get around the United States Su- 
preme Court decision saying Negroes should vote. 


No Machine Boss While South Carolina has a popular vote 


system like Tennessee, instead of a county 
unit plan like Georgia, it doesn't have a big city political machine 
controlling the State like Ed Crump bosses the Volunteer State. A 
reason given by some political leaders here for the lack of one 
city bossing the State is that South Carolina has no “one big city.” 
It has a half-dozen cities of comparative sizes scattered over the 
small State, and they balance off each other from controlling poll- 
tics, Charleston once tried a political machine, but it didn’t last. 
The popular vote works out better in South Carolina than it would 
in Georgia, since this State is small in area as compared with 
Georgia. As proof that the big cities don’t rule the Gamecock State, 
one of its political bigwigs is State Sen. Edgar Brown, who lives 
in a little country cross-roads community and not in a major city. 


Watch Lieutenant-Governor South Carolinians are begin- 


ning to. pay more attention 
to the election of a Lieutenant-Governor, which is just a new office 
in Georgia. And while the people are exercising greater care in 
choosing a Lieutenant-Governor, more men are showing an interest 
in running for the No. 2 spot. That is because more of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governors are actually finishing their terms as Governors.

At LEAST once a day the 
dining table becomes 
the center of the home. 
Around it the family gathers 
for what is often its only 
chance to get together dur- 
ing the day. And on the 
table appears the food you 
have prepared with so much 
thought and skill. You want 
these get-togethers to be 
pleasant and you count on 
your table settings to help 
you. 

The table should look bal- 
anced, uncluttered, and har- 
monious. Decide on the 
mood you wish to create 
and stick to it. You may 
choose to be gay. ‘Then use 
a colorful peasant cloth and 
bright pottery dishes. Or 
you may wish to have a 
more formal setting. For 
this use a white cloth and 
your best china. No matter 
what you choose though, 
’t forget to use your in- 
genuity and imagination. 

For the comfort of your 
guests and for the sake of 
appearance, be sure you 
have plenty of room at your 
table. There should be at 
least two feet between the 
centers of place settings. 
Silver and plates should be 
placed one inch from the 
edge of the table, and in a 
straight line, even though 
the table edge is curved. 
Serving pieces are placed in 
line with table edges and 
cup handles are either par- 
allel or at right angles to 
the length of the table. 


Basic Rules 


CERTAY simple rules 
have become standard 
through use, and there is a 
reason for each of them. 
For instance, all forks are 
placed at the left of the 
plate with the exception of 
the cocktail fork, which 
goes to the right of the 
soup spoon. Spoons and 
knives go to the right, 
placed in the order of their 
use,-so that guests work 
from the outside toward the 
plate. Dessert pieces are 
brought on as the dessert is 
served. 

A butter spreader is 
placed on the bread and 
butter plate (just above the 
forks) across the top, par- 
aller to the edge of the 
table. The water glass is 
put near the point of the 
knife, which has the blade

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turned always so that the 
sharp edge is toward the 
plate. : 

The napkin is folded on 
the place plate, unless the 
first course is already laid 
on the table, when it goes 
to the left of the plate. The 
napkin may be folded in 
any one of several ways, 
depending on the design, 
border and size of the 
napkin itself. 

Cleanliness is, on the table 
as everywhere else, the best 
aid to beauty. Your glasses 
should be shining clear, 
your silver polished, and 
your china spotless, with 
never the least touch ol 
smudge, 

All entertaining should be 
fun and an opportunity to 
get to know your friends or 
family better. When teas 
and dinners are looked upon 
as debts to be paid, or 
ordeals to be endured for 
appearances—the best part 
of entertaining is lost. Plan 
your work well ahead and 
you'll be an unfrenzied, un- 
flurried hostess who is pre- 
pared to enjoy herself thor- 
oughly at her own party. 


Luncheon 

UNCHEON may be very 
casual in tone or formal. 
All-over cloths are appropri-

A SMALL tea is a perfect 
way to entertain a few 
friends in the late after- 
noon.

Table Decoration 

TABL® decoration should

‘Tea for Two.’ That’s the best you've ever done!” 
It was probably the truth, too, for those new 
tunes were so wistfully tenacious, So clinging in 
the ear that even now Denver taxi drivers and 
hotel clerks hum them from a year’s memory. 
Youmans disliked hospitals because of the 
limited visiting hours. He disregarded warn- 
ings that he must submit to rigid health dis- 
cipline. He wanted an audience. 
tie was admired, respected and lionized in 
Denver. Even the smallest night spot struck 
up “Tea for Two” with its three-piece orchestra 
when he entered. The most he ever said about 
“Tea for Two” was: “It seems to be sticking 
around,” but his hopes and dreams were Cen- 
tered in the scores in his “trunk.” He was 
going to astound Broadway with his colossal 
musical and surprise the long hairs with a 
60-piece symphony on which he was working. 
He was terrified at the expression “has been” 
and he made frequent phone calls to New 
York and Hollywood promising music, giving 
assurances: 
“lve got it whipped now. I'll be back 
there in a few months. I’m all ready to go.” 
Nevertheless he knew that his time was 
running out. Only a week before his death 
he told the strange story of his crossing of 
the Atlantic in 1934, when he apparently 
was in the best of health. 
tie said he was asleep in the cabin and 
he dreamed that his mother, who was then 
living, stood beside his bed and announced 
to unidentified figures: “Look. Vincent 
is dying of tuberculosis.” 
He told how he leaped from the bed 
and shouted a cry of protest. A half 
hour later he was stricken with his first 
hemorrhage. 


RIENDS who were at his bedside when 
he died told of a strange incident 
shortly before the end. Youmans had 
lain unconscious, barely breathing. The 
radio at his side, which he loved to keep 
going all day, was still on. Suddenly 
an orchestral arrangement floated 
through the loudspeaker. As the at- 
tendants watched, the dying man’s 
hand slowly rose and swept eerily back 
and forth in a conductor’s motion. 
He was not afraid of death. In 
his funeral instructions he asked that 
the service be held in mid-afternoon. 
“Show people don’t get up until 
then,” he joked. “I don’t want to 
be carried out of a half-filled house.” 


Youmans’ life story is just the opposite of the 
proverbial “rags to riches” saga. It is more in 
the line of a “riches to riches” pattern. Of Eng- 
lish-Irish extraction, he was the son of Vincent 
Miller Youmans, a wealthy New York hatter. 
Vincent Jr. had every opportunity to enter his 
father’s prosperous business and ultimately take 
it over. but he chose to strike out on his own, 


It was while he was in the Navy in World 
War I that he first gave indication of musical 
genius. He composed the main outline of “Halle- 
lujah” and took it to the bandmaster at the Great 
Lakes Naval Training Station, where he was 
assigned. ‘The bandmaster played it, and soon 
Navy bands over the nation took it up. It was 
this song that nine years later was to sweep the 
country as a bulwark of the musical “Hit the 
Deck.” Youmans’ first producing venture. 


The stirring strains of “Hallelujah” are still 
popular: 
Sing ‘Hallelujah! Hallelujah!’

The war over, Youmans Sr. urged his son to 
enter the solid, dependable hat trade. Vincent, 
however, had tasted of music and it was sweet. 

He got a job plugging songs. In Tin Pan 
Alley parlance, a song-plugger is one who per- 
suades anybody who's willing to play new songs 
in the hope they'll become popular. 

Almost immediately he wrote the score for 
“Three Little Girls in Blue.” In the next few 
years he wrote the songs for “Wildflower,” “Lolll- 
pop,’ “Mary Jane McCane,” “No, No, Nanette,” 
“Oh Please,” and “Hit the Deck.” 

From these musicals came, among others, 
Youmans’ “Oh Me! Oh My: Oh You!” “Bambo 
lina.” “Some Times I’m Happy,” the aforemen 
tion “Hallelujah” and his immortal “Tea fo! 
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IRVING CAESAR 
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Even the Smallest Night Spot Struck 
Up Youmans’ Immortal “Tea for Two" When 
He Entered.

Two” and “I Want to Be Happy.” 

The last two songs were from “No, No, Nan- 
ette,” whose musical score put Youmans at the 
top of the heap. It broke records for length of 
run and grossed $2,000,000 for the producer, the 
late H. H. Frazee, and $500,000 for Youmans. 

The entire nation sang (and still does): 

Picture you upon my knee, 

Just tea for two and two for tea; 


Just me for you and you for me alone.

By now Papa Youmans could only shake his 
head in bewilderment. It certainly looked like 
his son Vincent wasn’t cut out for hats. 

After “Hit the Deck” Youmans was a full- 
fledged producer, with his own theatre and a host 
of new ideas. Followed “Rainbow” and “Great 
Day,” from which came the songs “Great Day,” 
“More Than You Know” and “Without a Song.” 

Who will ever forget the last named? 

When things go wrong a man ain’t got a friend,

In 1933, riding the crest of popularity and 
still grinding out hits, Youmans went to Holly- 
wood to write the score for “Flying Down to 
Rio,” starring Fred Astaire and Ginger Rogers. 
He produced “Carioca” and “Orchids in the 
Moonlight” for the film. In the same year Anne 
divorced him. 


The next year tuberculosis struck. 

It was in 1935, at Castle Rock, Colo., where he 
had gone on the first of his many attempts to 
recover health, that Youmans married his second 
wife, Mildred Boots, former Follies girl. 

It was then that he began to store up the 
reservoir of unpublished. tunes that the music-lov- 
ing world is waiting to hear. 

Aside from $50 a week left his father, You- 
mans bequeathed the rest of the estate for crea- 
tion of the Vincent Youmans Tuberculosis Mem- 
orial Fund, which he ordered be conducted along 
the lines of the Carnegie Foundation. 


THE eventual value of the estate can run well 
into the millions. Royalties from the composer's 
numerous songs will revert to it for 30 or more 
years to come, and when the unpublished mater- 
ial is released after litigation the income will be 
prodigious. 

It is doubtful whether Youmans, were he alive 
would be particularly concerned over the financial 
aspect of his musical treasures. 

All the reward he wanted was the satisfaction 
of seeing them a part of another smash hit on 
Broadway. Many of his friends feel that when 
and if those unpublished songs are made into a 
super musical, Vincent Youmans’ dauntless spirit 
will be hovering there on opening night, to claim

MERICAN women spend hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars a year to maintain their 
youth with cosmetics. It would be better 

if their youthful appearance as well as their youth- 
ful health could be preserved by maintaining the 
balance of hormones. 


The new advances in hormone therapy for 
women strive to reach this goal. 

Female hormones called estrogens, and there 
are several, are now extracted and purified from 
several natural sources and some can be made 
synthetically. Through biochemistry physicians 
now have available chemicals which produce com- 
parable action upon the body. 


These hormones, either natural or synthetic, 
bring relief to many women in the period of meno- 
pause; that period when they pass from the child- 
bearing age to their later years. In most women 
the menopause arrives on the average during the 
forties. But in some cases it may be the result of 
a necessary surgical operation. 

That is what happened to Mrs. A. M. X., the 
mother of a 14-year-old daughter. At 35 Mrs. X 
had a second child but had such difficulty in de- 
livering the baby that the doctors did a Caesarean 
operation. While under the anesthetic, surgeons 
decided her child-bearing organsshould be also re- 
moved to preserve her health. 

Mrs. X and her baby both survived the ordeal 
in quite normal fashion. 

But within three weeks Mrs. X developed what 
coctors call surgical menopause, for the operation 


had removed those organs necessary to the main- 


tenance of the hormone balance and had ended her 
child-bearing life ten years at least before its nor- 
mal time. 

She had all the symptoms of menopause with 
the hot flashes that prevented her from working 
or even sleeping beyond short snatches. She be- 
came emotionally upset at trivial matters. She 
began to worry about little things and built moun- 
tains out of molehills. She seemed to hate her 
family and her husband, although, at the same 
time, she became very jealous of him. She had 
fears about her marriage and her family. 

For five months prior to treatment with 
the female hormones these flashes were a daily 
occurrence. The other emotional symptoms were 
almost continuous. 

Even with small doses of the hormones she 
obtained partial relief and her physician began a 
more intensive treatment. Three weeks out of 
every month she had the estrogen hormones. For 
the fourth week she stopped the treatment. The 
next month the same cycle was repeated. This 
hormone therapy eliminated the menopause symp- 
toms and Mrs. X is now back to normal health. 
Chemistry and medicine stepped in and did the 
job for her body which the reproductive glands did 
before her operation. 

Equally striking was the case of a younger 
woman, Mrs. H. T. X., who was cured by the 
female hormone known as progesterone. Mrs. X 
was 26 and had had one child. Then she found 
that she could not have another baby. Each time 
she became pregnant she had miscarriages. Al- 
though she and her husband wanted to, they de- 
spaired of ever having a second baby,

But by treatment with the chemical called pro- 
gesterone, Mrs. X. was able to mother a normal 
baby boy. 

A third type of patient can be helped by estro- 
gen compounds. Mrs. XY is a good example. 
A schoolteacher by training and profession, Mrs. 
XY was married when she was 30 to a man of 
moderate means, a college professor. Both she 
and her husband wanted children but seemed un- 
able to have them. Medical examination of the 
husband showed him to be fertile and the medi- 
cal examination of Mrs. XY showed that fertility 
might ensue if the condition of the cells of the 
child-bearing organs could be brought to normal. 

Given a course of estrone therapy Mrs, XY 
mothered a normal child. Hormone chemistry 
had created another happy family. 

Not only can the estrogens help increase fer- 
tility, prevent miscarriage and overcome the 
troubles of menopause, but they help women in 
their forties to extend the calendar of their 
maidenly prime by many years. The hormones 
cannot, of course, overcome the natura] loss of 
child-bearing functions. But with hormones many 
a woman today is avoiding the wrinkles of the 
neck and chin and the transparency of skin which 
is the heritage of women after they pass the 
change of life. 


No? only do the hormone products bring relief 
and new life to adult women as might be ex- 
pected, but they can and do help physicians over- 
come difficult problems in very young girls, too.

adults. where the cells of the body tissues offer 
considerable resistance to the bacteria. But in 
little Betty her childish body cells were being 
overpowered by the infection.

WITH this added protection provided by her own 
body, she was cured of the stigma of her af- 
fliction that she had contracted so innocently. At 
the end of that time the physicians stopped hor- 
mone therapy. Her body quickly returned to its 
normal, little-girl characteristics. 

The best compensation for the doctors was the 
happy smile on the little girl’s face as she returned 
to a normal childhood world where she could play 
with her little playmates. om 

Estrogens may do much to maintain the 
characteristics of youth in women but they 
are powerful agents for the human body. 

They can be taken with safety only under 
the care of a wise, experienced and cautious 
physician. | 

While some of them may be swallowed pain- 
lessly by mouth in the form of a pill, any woman 
who takes them indiscriminately, like aspirin 
tablets for a headache, is risking her health. 

Strangely enough, the 
female hormones, the es- 
trogens, are a benefit not 
only to women but in at 
least one instance to men. 

One of the prevalent 
types of cancer in elderly 
males affects the prostate 
gland. 

It is now known that in 
cancer of the prostate 
there is an unbalancing 
of the male and female 
hormones present in the 
human body and a certain 
partial reversal of the dis- 
ease can be accomplished 
with natural estrogens or 
a synthetic compound 
called diethylstilboestrol. 
Or the source of the male 
hormones may be removed 
by surgery. 

In large numbers of 
patients—both men and 
women—the hormones 
truly work miracles. But doctors are ever 
cautious and natural estrogen products can 
produce toxic symptoms in overdoses. In too 
large. amounts, diethylstilboestrol Aas been 
found to injure the marrow of the bones and to 
produce tumors of the breast. It may damage 
the liver. 


Moreover, hormone treatment is unwise—con- 
traindicated, physicians call it—for all women 
whose family history shows that their mother or 
grandmother had tendencies toward tumors of the 
breast or the child-bearing organs. 

In overdoses clinicians have seen the female 
hormone products produce severe headaches, 
dizziness, nausea and vertigo, skin rash and even 
cases of psychosis and similar mental troubles. 
Truly the hormones are powerful drugs. 

It is equally true, and this is the reason for the 
extreme caution of the medical profession, that 
the function of the endocrine secretions—the hor- 
mones—is still one of the great mysteries of life. 

If one examines the hundreds of technical 
medical reports on the subject there are many 
which seem to contradict one another. This does 
not mean that these reports are in error but it 
does denote the youthful state of medicine's 
knowledge of the body hormones, where uncer- 
tainty is now the watchword.

positive, proven knowledge, but that day is not 
yet at hand. 

Even in research on experimental animals, 
where there is a much greater opportunity for ac- 
curate studies, the final answers have not been 
established on the place of the natural endocrines 
in the cycle of fertility. There is evidence that 
the hormone progesterone is intimately linked to 
the preparations made for the arrival of the ovum 
from its ovarian follicle. 

But there is still uncertainty over whether the 
follicle itself secretes this hormone a few hours 
hefore the ovum starts its journey on the begin- 
ning to life. Animal experiments give preliminary 
support, but confirmation on humans is scant. 

Then, too, there is a close relation between the 
glands of reproduction and the pituitary gland. 
Some experiments tend to show that the secretions 
of the pituitary gland govern the formation of the 
corpora lutea, the walls of the egg follicles. 

Other tests, however, disclose that the follicle 
influences the behavior of the pituitary gland.

methods by which the activity of the human body 
is governed, 

The first are the nerve messages—Cconscious or 
subconscious—which control many of the body’s 
activities. These messages correspond to tele- 
phone or telegraph signals. 

The second are the hormones which act as 
chemical couriers to deliver the message, per- 
sonally and by hand. It is significant that the 
most fundamental and important act of the hu- 
man race—the perpetuation of the species—is Car- 
ried on by the hormone messenger system. 

I cite such evidence of experimental uncer- 
tainty, not to complicate the subject, but only to 
show that scientists still have much to learn about 
the intricate functions of the endocrine glands. 
Practicing physicians, who must deal with human 
patients, must be doubly cautious, therefore, in 
their medical treatment. At times this caution 
may make doctors seem slow-moving, reactionary, 
in accepting the new and the experimental. But it 
is a wise precaution. 


HE medical profession, therefore, proceeds 
with caution in the use of these hormone agents. 


“Used wisely they can help in overcoming many of 


the troubles which women have encountered 
through the ages. Used with caution they can 
truly help maintain youth for extra years of life. 
But used unwisely they can bring sickness and 
misery. 

The sign “Warning—Proceed With Caution” is 
the wise rule for hormone therapy.

MONG the numerous imagina- 
tive ideas advanced for defeat- 
ing the Axis, one of the most 

fanciful—given serious consideration 
by the’ combined chiefs of staff— 
called for the construction of an 
ice block weighing 2,000,000 tons. 

A sort of artificial iceberg, it was 
to have been in the form of an air- 
craft carrier, 2,000 feet long, 300 feet 
wide, and 200 feet deep. The project 
was abandoned because of the war. 

The technical difficulties in har- 
nessing such an iceberg also con- 
tributed to dropping the plan, as did 
the expected cost of $70,000,000. 

Only one-third of this amount was 
actually spent prior to dropping the 
project, with the United States con- 
tributing the smallest portion. Britain 
hore the brunt of early researf™ ex- 
penses, while Canada spent most en 
construction of the model. ‘The United 
States would have largely financed 
later full-scale construction. 

The idea was originated by the 
British and approved by Winston 
Churchill. The huge block of ice was 
intended as a practically impregnable, 
floating airfield for use in the anti- 
submarine campaign in the Atlantic 
and as a base for air cover during 
the invasion landings. 

The dévelopment of island-hopping 
tactics later eliminated the need for 
a floating airfield in the Pacific. 

The great attraction of this flat- 
topped iceberg was that its length 
would have been about four times 
that of the largest ordinary aircraft 
carrier. 

For two years, research and engi- 
neering experts studied the technical 
problems of building with ice and 
conducted experiments in Canada. A 
hlock model of the carrier was cCon- 
structed of ice at Patricia Lake, Jas- 
par, Canada. 

The project was christened “Ha- 
bakkuk” by Mr. Churchill after the 
300k of Habakkuk in the Old Testa- 
ment.

The man-made iceberg was to be 
propelled by a number of independent 
engines attached along the sides.

Its top speed was expected to be 
not over several miles per hour, pos- 
sibly aS a precaution against wash- 
ing: itself away—which might have 
caused embarrassment. Its only arm- 
ament was to be anti-aircraft guns. 

As a partial protection against the 
hostile effects of an impartial sun, it 
was planned to install refrigerating 
pipes throughout the skin. A cooling 
system of this kind worked well on a 
model carrier which was kept in a 
solid frozen condition right through 
summer. 

The hold of the model contained 
refrigerating machinery which sent 
blasts of freezing air through an 
artery-like system of sheet-iron pipes

Joint Habakkuk Board, much valuable 
information was obtained in the 
course of research concerning the 
use of ice as a construction material. 

Since ordinary ice would have 
been too brittle for use in an aircraft 
carrier, a new kind of reinforced ice, 
called “Pykrete,” was developed. Py- 
krete ice contains from 4 to 14 per 
cent of wood pulp and can be sawed 
and otherwise handled like regular 
wood. It melts more slowly than 
plain ice and has a resistance of 1,500 
pounds per square inch, behaving like 
bullet-proof glass. 

In fact, at a super-secret demon- 
stration before the combined Chiefs 
of Staff in Ottawa, Canada, a bullet 
ricocheted off a slab of Pykrete and 
ripped through Fleet Admiral Ernest 
J. King’s trousers. 

When British Air Marshal Sir 
William Walsh, who was outside the 
demonstration room, heard the shot, 
he exclaimed: “My Heavens, the 
Americans are shooting the British.” 

Experts estimated that the effect 
on the Pkyrete iceberg of an ordi- 
nary torpedo exploding below the 
water line would have been a dent 
not more than three feet deep. 

Changing liquids into solids on a 
gigantic scale is nothing new to 
American scientists and engineers. In 
the building of Grand Coulee Dam, 
for instance, mud slides threatened 
the progress of the work. Engineers 
sent pipes carrying a refrigerant 
through the mud. The oozing moun- 
tain of mud froze solid and remained 
fixed until construction was cCOIn- 
pleted. 

Nor is the idea of using ice for 
airfields unique. Suggestions have 
been made to build a series of landing 
fields along the Arctic route to 
Europe and Asia by pumping water 
up from below the ice cap and allow- 
ing it to freeze to a smooth surface.

Outside, he had the effrontery to ask 
her to meet him again. She said she 
would not but he warned her, she re- 
lated, that if she did not he would tell 
his friends where he had taken her. 
The consequence was that she’d had to 
meet him quite a few times after that. 
Finally she had landed in Miss Mc- 
Neal’s place on Pine St. 

That was her story. Sarah’s mother 
sobbed, close to collapse. The father 
paced the floor and ground his teeth. 
Singleton, the brother, dashed out of 
the house in a boiling rage. 

He sought out Heberton at his usual 
resorts but could not find him. He 
maintained a watch near the Heberton 
home on Ninth st. He saw some trunks 
taken away, and the next morning, Fri- 
day the 10th, he saw Heberton and 
Lawyer Vandyke get into a carriage in 
front of the Heberton home.

Passing on to Sarah's first meeting with 
Heberton, and the subsequent meetings, Lawyer 
3rowne said: 

“At each succeeding interview Heberton re- 
newed his perfidious protestations of love, and 
false promises of marriage, and once even named 
the day. In the intervals between these meetings, 
he was boasting among his profligate companions 
of what he had done. 

“In one house he boasted that he had a pretty 
schoolgirl — wanted to find a place for her to 
board—-said he could marry her and get plenty of 
money with her if he chose, but would not—meant 
to take her traveling—pulled out @ pistol, and 
upen being asked what he was going to do with 
that, said, ‘She has a brother’.” 


OMING to the morning when the girl's family 

heard her story, Browne continued: 

“The prisoner was made the confidant of his 
poor deluded and injured sister. She poured the 
mournful history of her wrongs into his ready 
ear, and each word went like lightning to his 
brain. The shock was too great for the weak 
body and frail mind of this poor fellow. Reason, 
affrighted, swung from her moorings, and mania 
seized upon the helm!—the reasoning man Was 
gone, and thenceforth, until the happening of the 
fatal deed, everything, to him, was a4 bewildered, 
feverish dream.” 


As he spoke, the courtroom hung on every 
word. According to a contemporary report, peo- 
ple were “piled up like mountains in every win- 
dow, and on every elevated point in the room. 
It was almost impossible to keep them outside 
the bar, on which they hung in clusters like 
swarming bees.” 

The defense called Sarah, and she whispered 
and sobbed the pathetic story. Her mother fainté? 
twice during the- recital. 

Under cross-examination by Attorney General 
George P. Mollison, the witness admitted that she 
had turned around and looked at Heberton. She 
also admitted that he took hold of her cloak; 
che had considered this an indignity but had 
said nothing about it. 

Q@. Why did you promise to meet him? 

A. Because I liked him. 

Later the prosecutor wanted to know why she 
permitted herself to be led upstairs at the Eliza- 
beth st. house. She insisted that it was because 
she thought the parlor was there. 

In his charge to the jury, Judge Elmer had 
this to say: 

“Cases have been cited before you to show 
that some extraordinary provocations are 
deemed by the law sufficient to excuse homl- 
cide: such as where a man finds another 
in a compromising situation with his wife, 
or where the party slain was in the act 
of committing or attempting to commit 
a felony. But the plea of provocation 
will not avail a man where he has had 
time to reflect—or, in the language 
of the law, where he has had time 

to cool. 

“The prisoner’s sister had been 
mistreated under circumstances of 
extreme aggravation. The fact was 
communicated to him on the 8th of 
February and on the 10th he fol- 
lowed Heberton ... and killed him. 


“The doctrine of the law is that 
the killing must follow immediately 
the act of provocation, or the of- 
fense receives no mitigation from 
the provocation, and it is for you, 
Gentlemen, to decide whether Mercer 

had sufficient time to cool off befor 
he committed the act.” . 
The jury filed out. Thirty-three 
minutes later they signified that 
they had reached a verdict. 


Immediately the crowd, which 
had just begun to stretch its 
legs, rushed pell!-mell for the 

courtroom.

LDERMAN, I am sorry to get you out 
of bed at this hour,” Thomas Mercer 
told the sleepy-eyed Alderman John 

Mitchell, “but we want a warrant for the arrest 
of a man. We have reason to believe that he is 
abducting my daughter!” 

“Come in, Gentlemen,” said Mitchell. 

The three filed in—Mercer, a highly respected 
retired mechanic living on Queen st., Philadel- 
phia; his only son, Singleton; and Richard Palmer, 
a friend of the Mercer family. 

“We wish to act quickly,” the father declared, 
betraying considerable agitation. “Even now we 
may be too late!” 

It was shortly after midnight, Tuesday, Feb. 7, 
1843. Early that evening, Sarah Mercer, 16, one 
of the four Mercer daughters, had visited the 
Palmer home accompanied by a man who had 
refused to go into the house with her. Instead 
he had waited a short distance off. 

This incident had alarmed Palmer. About a 
week before she had told him that she planned to 
elope, but her family had laughed off the idea as

they shared his alarm, especially after Palmer 
told them that he suspected Sarah’s companion 
had been one of the town’s most notorious play- 
boys, Mahlon Hutchinson Heberton. 

“T sent for this fellow,” Mercer told the alder- 
man, “but he haughtily denied any knowledge of 
my daughter’s whereabouts.” 

In a sworn statement set down in the Mitchell

Court Was Held, When, Whining Thot He Had

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the mayor, the prosecuting attorney, the po- 
lice superintendent, 132 others, including 88 
police officers and Sheriff Thomas C. Wilcox. 

Turning state's evidence, one witness, 
Sam Block, testified that he had collected 
from $4,000 to $5,000 a month for four years 
“for the prosecutor's office—about $200,000 
or more.” The graft, he said, was paid di- 
rectly to the deputy sheriff, Harry Colburn, 
who was chief investigator for the dis- 
credited Prosecutor McCrea. 

Some houses of vice, he testified, paid as 
much as $300 a month for protection. Hand- 
books paid from $25 to $650 a month. 

The- accused prosecutor, McCrea, heard 
the testimony. It may have sounded like the 
clang of prison doors for him, but he didn't 
quail. During a recess, a few minutes later, 
he said:

He did not, however, permit the smash- 
ing investigation to go unhindered. A little 
before midnight, March 4, 1940, he dis 
patched a raiding party of 10 deputy 
sheriffs to the grand jury rooms.

Special Prosecutor O’Hara turned to 
Judge Ferguson. “What shall we 
do?” he inquired. “Do you want 
them to take us or shall we resist 
this raid?” 

Judge Ferguson ordered the doors 
locked. Six detectives assigned to 
the grand jury rooms prepared to repel the in- 
yaders, and a call was made to the police com- 
missioner, newly named, and honest — Commis- 
sioner Frank D. Eaman. 

Radio cars brought police, until there were 30 
ready to cope with the deputy sheriffs. That 
was too much for the deputies. The jury records 
had been sealed in a vault; the deputies didn't 
know what to do; they walked away to the 
elevator —their raid a complete fiasco. 

More than 100 went to trial, and more than 
100 were convicted. Some appealed to a higher 
court, and lost. 

Thomas J. Ryan, accused as go-between and 
pay-off man for the racing service, had a special 
courtroom of his own. His heart was bad, he 
said; so bad he couldn’t go to court in Detroit, 
and his doctor bore him out. So on Feb. 27, 1942, 
court convened in his home in Richmond, Mich. 

It was a homey setting. Ryan had tucked him- 
self in bed. To him came the court officials, and 
there he pleaded guilty to a charge of acting for 
the racing service and paying “certain money, 
certain gifts and gratuities to public officials, po- 
lice officials and prosecuting authorities of De- 
troit to procure the wilful, intentional and corrupt 
failure on the part of these officials to perform 
their respective official 
and public offices.” 


The plea was accepted, 
and later he was fined 
$1,000. It wasn't much 
money in his way of think- 
ing, and he didn’t stay in 
Detroit to bemoan its loss. 
Whatever illness afflicted 
him seemed to vanish; he 
headed for New York. 

Elmer (Buff) Ryan, rac 
ing service chief in De 
troit, didn’t escape with a 
fine. As head man of the 
$50,000,000 handbook busi- 
ness, he had big - stake 
gamblers’ contempt for 
the nickel-and-dime racket 
_the numbers game. It 
was one of the big case’s 
little ironies that it was in 
a numbers graft case that 
he was convicted. He was 
sentenced to a term of 
from one year to five 
years.

was sentenced to four years and fined $2,000. 

Sheriff Wilcox, convicted of grafting through 
his term, too, got the same sentence. 

Police Superintendent Frahm, convicted of 
baseball pool grafting, got four to “five years. 

Mayor Reading, convicted on a count charging 
obstruction of justice in the policy and numbers 
racket, got four to five years. 

Carl Staebler, chief clerk under Sheriff Wilcox, 
got three to five years. 

Alfred J. Garska, former president of Grosse 
Pointe Park, got two to five years and $1,000 fine. 

It was a complete clean-up. Scores of others 
drew lesser sentences. The rule of the syndicate 
was broken. The reign of corruption was over. 

The people of Detroit approved that. They 
liked the way Judge Ferguson, as one-man jury, 
had conducted his work, and sent him to the 
U.S. Senate; they liked Special Prosecutor O’Hara's 


‘achievement, and made him a Circuit Judge. 


That was Detroit's way of cleaning its own 
house. What Detroit did, any American city, 
confronted with the need, can do—with a special 
prosecutor and a grand jury.

S IT safe to marry an only child? 
How many only children are 
there in this country? The census 
figures can answer almost any ques- 
tion, but this one remains a blank. 
The census enumerators do not gather 
facts about only children, first chil- 
dren, youngest children, and such. 

Scientists, too, are not certain how 
many only children there are. Their 
calculations indicate that somewhere 
between 5 per cent to 20 per cent of 
the population are only children. 

Despite the general conviction 
that an ideal family life demands 
more than one offspring, it is known 
that only children are gradually in- 
creasing in this country. In the old 
days there were great big families. 
Today families tend to be smaller and 
many consist of only one child. 

But while scientists may not agree 
on exactly how many only children 
there are, they do agree that the only 
child is not as badly off as popular 
notions would indicate. 

Selfishness and conceit, for in- 
stance, are some of the qualities pop- 

ar ideas attribute to only children. 
the scientific studies of only 
children show that they have no more 
conceit or selfishness than children 
from whopping big families. 

Then there is the widespread idea 
that only children, being spoiled by 
their parents, are jittery and nervous, 
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sitting around worrying and nibbling 
at their fingernails. Many studies 
have been made of this, and the latest 
by Dorothy T. Dyer, of the Y. W. C. A. 
at St. Paul, and published in the 
Journal of Educational Psychology, 
confirms previous records in showing 
that only children do not necessarily 
turn out to be nervous adults. 

When there is only one child in 
the family, the parents in the absence 
of other offspring, are likely to lavish 
their attention and resources on the 
“spoiled” only child. 

William Prescott, for instance, was 
the “pampered” only child of a 
Massachusetts lawyer. He was not 
popular with the other children of 
the neighborhood. But his mother 
thought he was wonderful and did 
not try to conceal her affection for 
her only son. Nothing was too good 
for her Willie, and he was sent to the 
most expensive schools; the public 
schools were not good enough for 
him. 

But at one school he met with a 
serious accident. The so-called well 
bred boys of the school were throw- 
ing hard crusts of bread around the 
dining hall. One struck Prescott in 
the left eye, with such force that it 
knocked him down. It made him dizzy 
and sick to the stomach, Soon he lost 
the sight of that eye, and shortly 
afterwards lost the other eye. 

This blinded only child could have 
taken life easy, living off his parents’

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comfortable funds. But, 
thanks to the attention lav- 
ished on his schooling and 
home education, he worked 
successfully despite these 
obstacles. He taught him- 
self Spanish, worked for 
twelve years to write an 
authoritative “History of 
Ferdinand and Isabella,” 
then for four more years 
to write a “History of the 
Conquest of Mexico.” 

Prescott, the great historian, 
made himself get up early mornings 
in order to have more time to work. 

Geraldine Farrar became a famous 
opera singer largely because she was 
an only child. When three years old, 
her mother was already trying to 
make a great singer out of her curly- 
headed daughter. ‘The father and 
mother skimped in order to buy 
musical magazines and to pay 
for music lessons for the 
“spoiled” daughter. Later 
they went into debt to hire 
better teachers. But for 
this parental! devotion and 
sacrifice, the daughter 
would perhaps have 
been just a good so- 
prano in a church 
choir in her small 
home town. But 
she won more 
enduring laurels 

and was courted » Crown 
Prince of Germany. 

The world can be thankful that 


many others who became top-notch 
musicians were only children, and 
hence given the undivided attention 
and assistance of their doting parents. 
Giuseppe Verdi, composer of “Rigo- 
letto,” “Aida,” and other famous 
operas, was the only son of a tavern- 
keeper in an Italian hamlet. Neither 
parent was musical, but visitors to 
the tavern noticed the boy’s musical 
ability, so the parents made sacrifices 
and the priest helped provide an op- 
portunity for the lad’s education. 

Perhaps the parents of Franz 
Liszt lavished care on him, not 
merely because he was an only child, 
but also because once in infancy he 
had been thought dead, and a coffin 
was bought for him. His father was 
“musical, and, when the son was six, 
began to devote attention to making 
a real musician out of the frail lad. 

In the famous studies of married 
happiness, made by Dr. Lewis M. 
Terman, at Stanford University, about 
10 per cent of the hundreds of 
married people studied were only 
children. Dr. Terman and his col- 
laborators discovered that the man 
who married an only daughter had 
just as much happiness as those who 
married a girl from a large family. 

The thing is not to marry a person 
because of the number of brothers 
and sisters but because of his or her 
own endearing characteristics. 

The penalty of being an only 
child is that one may spend a lonely 
childhood and miss a lot of fun in 
having to play alone.

Ai LICE in Wonderland,” which began 
as a tale told to a sleepy little girl 
by a stuttering young vicar, is still

The story born on a hot summer’s day in 
the shade of a hayrick 84 years ago is big 
business now in the entertainment field. 

On top of its success, Walt Disney plans to 
bring it to the screen. He has given the read- 
ers of The American Weekly an exclusive 
foretaste of his conception of Alice in the 
drawings on these pages. 

In the summer of 1862, the Rev. Charles 
Lutwidge Dodgson told the story to little 
Alice Liddell. Alice liked it so much that she 
called for more—but sometimes went to sleep 
before the ending. So the vicar wrote it 
down for her with his own illustrations. 

That original manuscript recently brought 
$50,000 at auction. It had sold once before 
for over $75,000. 

Expanded a little, it was published under 
the pen name of Lewis Carroll. Since then 
so many copies have been sold that not even 
experts can estimate the number. Sixty-two 
editions are in the Library of Congress. 

There are editions in 16 modern languages, 
shorthand and Braille. 

It has been dramatized, made into oper- 
ettas and ballets, and used as circus themes. 
Eva Le Gallienne and her Civic Repertory 
Players presented their version. Charlotte 
Henry played the title role in a movie, and

Ginger Rogers and a selected cast have put 
it on records. The song, “Alice in Wonder- 
land,” was a big hit a few years ago. 

No children’s anthology is complete with- 
out a selection from Alice. 

The final proof of Alice’s popularity can be 
found not so much in the magnitude of its 
financial success, but in the minds of children. 


N° story in English literature has in- 
trigued me more than Lewis Carroll's 
“Alice in Wonderland.” It fascinated me the 
first time I read it as a schoolboy and as 
soon as I possibly could, after I started 
making animated cartoons, I acquired the 
film rights to it. 

Carroll was revolutionary in the field of 
literature. He violated the serious Vic- 
torian tradition by writing Alice in a vein 
of fantasy and nonsense. In fact, he was 
a pace-setter for the motion picture cartoon 
and the comic strip of today by the style 
he introduced in his fantasy. 

People in his period had no time to 
waste on frivolity, yet Carroll with his 
nonsense and fantasy furnished a balance 
between seriousness and enjoyment which 
everybody needed then and still needs today.
